‘qhe farmers appeal to Congréss 
against unsynipathetic treatment. .by 
Secretary “Houston on behalf of the 
Treasury, and Governor HarpING on 
behalf of the Federal Reserve. With 
due respect it may be said that it. is

those who know less; and the danger 
is not ‘remote that the country may 
suffer from the action of those who 
fancy that .their edicts are economic 
law. The prospects seem best /for 
some plan like Senator -Caprsr’s ‘to 
abolish gambling in futures, or like 
Senator HrrcucocKk’s to appropriate 
$60,000,000 Federal Reserve funds for 
direct relief of the farmers. Admit- 
ting for argument that nothing better 
could. be done, and assuming that it 
had been done long ago when the ef- 
fects :would have been better than 
now, what .would have begn the result 
‘to the farmers. and the country?. The 
answer..may be found by looking at 
what happened. where, the farmers 
have had their way. 
The farmers rulé North Dakota, and 
‘twenty banks have ‘suspended ‘in that 
State alone. Seven banks have sus- 
ipended in Oklahoma, and there have 
been sporadic failures in other States 
‘where farmers’ finance is fancied, 
such fowa and Montana. Have the 
farmers benefited to such an extent 
that the embarrassment of the banks 
by excess of accommodation to. them 
need not be regretted? On the con- 
trary, the farmers are worse off 
than they would ‘have been ‘if the 
prairie bankers had imitated the Fed- 
eral Reserve and the Tr ry. They 
hold at $1.36. wheat which they could 
have sold for $2.15 to $2.40 at their 
country stations, if they disliked the 
prices oni the city exchanges. Can the 
country stand the. diversion of Federal 
Reserve funds for similar uses? And 
what reason is there to think that, if 
. the ‘thing were done, the farmers 
would benefit any more than in the 
y record referred to? The real 
troi with the farmers is set out in 
the statement in Tae AnNauist by the 
President of the Guaranty Trust Com- 
pany thatithere have been “produced 
2,000,000 more ‘bales of cotton: and 
300,000,000. more.-bushels’ of. wheat 
than we can ourselves’ coisumé. 
These are the plain tacts: in th 
case> “and they make « us © ‘the 
statement. on.

JUDGMENT AGAINST 
MAJORS REVERSED 


Baltimore’s $264,000 Verdict in 
Anti-Trust Suit Annulled by 
District Court. 











WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—The District 

Court of Appeals. today reversed the 
recent judgment for $264,000. granted by 
the District’ Supreme Court against thé 
major baseball leagues in: favor of the 
Baltimore Federal League Club, which | ,, 
claimed a vidlation of the anti-trust 
laws, by the use of the “ reserve clause ’’ 
in the players’ contracts: 
* The Appellate Court held that pleying 
baseball did not constitute commerce as 
defined by United States Supreme Court 
decisions and that the anti-trust law did 
not apply. The ‘‘ reserve clause *’ im- 
posed restrictions, the court held, which 
related directly to ‘the conservation of 
the personnel of the clubs and did not 
affect the movements of the Federal 
League clubs. Any ill effect was merely 
accidental, the court found. 

Counsel for the Baltimore Club an- 
nounced that an attempt would be“‘Inade 
to carry the case to the Supreme Court 
for review. 

A verdict for $80,000 was awarded by. 
mp jury when itM@e former Federal 
League club’s contention. was upheld in 
the lower court. As provid 
anti-trust laws, the’ amount of the judg- 
ment was tripled and an. attorney's fee 
of $24,000 was added; bringing the total | 
judgment up to $264,000.
